Should Churches Have Settled 
Full-Time Pastors? 


Is the Plymouth Brethren Practice of no Fully 
Supported Full-time Pastor Scriptural?

Here is the editor’s answer, 

Dear Brother D————: 

Thank you for sending me the 
little pamphlet, The Church, by 
Peter Fleming. 

Plymouth Brethren have made 
great contributions to the cause 
of Christ. Their stand for the ver- 
bal inspiration of the Scriptures, 
the blood atonement, the doctrines 
of grace, the premillennial com- 
ing of Christ, has done great good. 

It is unfortunately true, how- 
ever, that certain other teachings 
and practices of the Plymouth 
Brethren have led to great division 
and strife and great harm.

When John Nelson Darby first 
made his protest, and he and oth- 
ers started their denomination, 
there was some justice in their 
protest, They were among high 
church Episcopalian people and 
Catholics. The idea of a priest- 
hood’s offering sacrifice, the idea 
of salvation through form and 
ceremony and rites of the church 
was everywhere. You and I would 
object to their idea of the “clergy” 
as not taught in the Bible. A 
priest cannot forgive sins. No one 
is saved because he is sprinkled 
by an Anglican clergyman in baby- 
hood. In that unscriptural use of 
the term there should not be any 
clergy. 


But to then lead to the con- 
clusion that ordained, trained 
preachers and settled paStors, full- 
time Christian workers, are un- 
scriptural is a great mistake. 


In the Bible preachers were 
clearly ordained, set apart by the 
laying on of hands. In this ordi- 
nation they often received special 
gifts from God as did Timothy, 
“Neglect not the gift that is in 
thee, which was given thee by 
prophecy, with the laying on of 
the hands of the presbytery” (I 
Tim. 4:14). Not only so, but it is 
clearly taught that these full-time

mouth Brethren people. The splits, 
divisions, which Dr. Ironside la- 
ments in his Short History of the 
Brethren Movement discredit their 
claim. Not only so, but the lack of 
great soul-winning churches a- 
mong them shows that their plan 
does not work, and does not have 
God’s best blessings. I am familiar 
with the _ great’ soul-winning 
churches in America, In each case 
they are led by strong, spiritual, 
sacrificial men who are in the 
full-time ministry as pastors. 


Also, Dr. Ironside laments in his 
book that Plymouth Brethren have 
turned out no great evangelists. 
They have turned out some good 
individual soul winners, and some 
fine gospel preachers. 


There are many faults among 
3aptists and we need a great re- 
vival of spiritual power every- 
where, but I think the Plymouth 
Brethren teaching about the clergy 
is generally unscriptural. It is a 
failure in actual practice.

ANSWER: The best 
will tell you what the Bible says 
about your problem. 

First, the Bible plainly forbids 
women to preach to men or to 
have authority over men. So a 
woman ought not 
mixed congregation including men 
or young men, First Timothy 2:- 
12 says, “But I suffer not a wo- 
man to teach, nor to usurp 
authority over the man, but to be 
in silence.” Whether in the church 
or out of the church, a woman is 
not to take authority or rulership 
over men in spiritual matters, the 
Scripture says. 

First Corinthians 14:34 
“Let your women keep silence in 
the churches: for it is not permit- 
ted unto them to speak; but they 
are commanded to be under obedi- 
ence, as also saith the law. And if 
they will learn any thing, let them 
ask their husbands at home: for it 
is a shame for women to speak in 
the church.”

The word rule and 
the word “boss’”” mean the same 
thing. The ruling ought to be done 
in the fear of God, and in Chris- 
tian charity, just as parents ought 
to rule over their children, just 
as a foreman of a company ought 
to rule over his workers, just as 
the teacher ought to rule over his 


pupils, just as a king ought to 
rule over his subjects. But the 


meaning is there and it is clearly 
taught in the Bible. Wives are 
to be subject to their husbands, 
and to be in subjection to them in 
everything, as I Peter 3:1-7 and 
Ephesians 5:23, 24 plainly say.

is for one to say that Hell is not 


eternal. Jesus taught that it was. |

life of sin.”’ Recently, in the upper | 
peninsula of the State of Michigan | 
a man murdered a beautiful young | 
school teacher of 21 years old with 
no cause, no reason, except the 
sin in his wicked heart. He mur- 
dered an innocent young girl 
whom he had attacked, That man 


'was sentenced to life in prison. |

say it is wrong for that man to 
suffer all the rest of his life for 
what he did in one second.

The fact of the matter is, 
that the sin that damns the souls 
of people is the sin of unbelief.

only begotten Son of God.” 


Sin is an awful thing. Men in 
this generation have come to look 
upon it lightly. But sin is a viola- 
tion of God’s law. It is a coming 
Short of His glory. It’s an an- 
tagonism against His will. Sin is 
the depravity of the human heart. 


God. Sin must be punished and 
sin will be punished. Sinners who 
reject God’s Son will suffer for it 
forever. 


Ill. Hell Is a Place of 
Awful Remorse 
Jesus clearly taught this in the 


16th chapter of the Gospel of Luke 
where He gave the record of the 
rich man who died and in Hell 
lifted up his eyes being in tor- 
ments. There when he begged for 
water and for someone to be sent 
to his five lost brothers Abraham 
said to him, “Son, remember that 
thou im thy lifetime receivedst thy 
good things,’ Abraham referred 
him back to his lifetime and said, 
“Son, remember.” Hell will be a 
place of awful memory. 


Recently, while visiting in the 
Holy Land our guide in the city 
of New Jerusalem pointed to a 
deep valley running north and 
south in the city of Jerusalem 


--| which used to be known in Bible 


times as the Valley of Hinnom or 
the Valley of Gehenna. The guide 
pointed out this valley and said, 
“This is Hell.”’ In a sense he was 
‘correct for this is the valley 
that Jesus used to illustrate Hell 


‘a number of times in the New 


Testament. In fact, one of the 


'Greek words used in the New 


Testament for Hell is the word 
“gehenna.” Out of the twelve 
times it is used in the New Testa- 


ment Jesus Himself used it eleven 
' times. He spoke of Hell as being 
‘a place where the fire is not 


quenched and where the worm 
'dieth not. Some students believe 
‘that when Jesus said where the 


sea dieth not that perhaps He 


referred to memory in Hell of the 
‘unsaved. This Valley of Hinnom 
in the Old Testament times by 
.at least two of the more wicked 
kings of the children of Israel was 
|used as a place of worship to the 
Moloch. Here human 
sacrifices were made and the gar- 
bage of the city was dumped and 


sus used this as an illustration of 
Hell where the worm dieth not 
and the memory of*man in Hell 
will never die. Man will remember. 
It could easily be true that he 
will remember every sermon that 
has ever been preached in his 
hearing, every prayer he ever 
heard a loved one pray for him, 
every invitation he has ever heard 
sung. He will remember these 
things. Oh, how awful Hell will 
be! If the only hell a sinner had 
was the hell of memory, it would 
be awful. 


I think of Agrippa who said to the 
Apostle Paul, “Almost thou per- 
suadest me to be a Christian.” In 
the burning infernal Hell today 
he screams and cries, ‘Almost! Al- 
most!’” He perhaps cried out, “I 
was nearly saved! I could have 
‘escaped all this and gone to Hea- 
ven, but I would not believe!” 

I think of the lost thief and his 


cries out, “I was almost saved! | 


I was so near to Jesus I could | 


hear the dripping of the blood and | 
the agonizing groans of His suffer- | 
ing. Yet I railed upon Him and 
would not trust Him.’ Memory! 
I think of the memory of wicked 
sinners who have gone on against 
God and hardened their hearts and

IV. Jesus Taught That Hell 
Was a Place of Awful 
Associations 


In the 21st chapter of the book 
of Revelation and verse 8 we find 
what we might call the roll call 
of Hell. “But the fearful, and un- 
believing, and the abominable, and 
murderers, and whoremongers, and 
sorcerers, and idolaters, and dll 
liars, shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone: which is the second 
death.” Here we read of eight dif- 
ferent classes of sinners that will 
be in Hell. What an awful associa- 
tion this is. Read it. Notice it, If 
you are lost and you go to Hell 
these are the people you are going 
to spend eternity with. This will 
be your crowd. These will be your 
associates. 


I recently read of a young lady, 
having graduated from college, 
who went home for the summer. 
The first week at home, she with 
her Christian parents attended a 
revival campaign. Her parents had 
prayed that she might be saved, 
but she went through the meeting 
under conviction and would not 
trust the Lord. Following the re- 
vival campaign she was making a 
trip with her father on the train. 
Her father stepped out of the car 
and when he came back he found 
her in tears. She said, “Daddy, 
let’s get out of here. Let’s go into 
the smoker.”

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to. postpone Him and to put Him 
clear out of reach, I ask a ques- 
tion or two. The baboon made the 
man, and the wolf made the ba- 
boon, and the reptile made the 
quadruped, and the fish made the 
reptile, and the tadpole made the 
fish, and the primal germ made 
the tadpole. Who made the pri- 
mal germ? Most of the evolution- 
ists say: ‘““We don’t know.” Others 
say it made itself. Others say it- 
was spontaneous generation. There 
is not one of them who will fairly 
and openly and frankly and em- 
phatically say, “God made it.” The 
nearest to a direct answer is that 
made by Herbert Spencer in which 
he says it was made by the great 
“unknowable mystery.” But here 
comes Huxley with a pail of proto- 
plasm to explain the thing. This 
protoplasm, he says, is primal 
life-giving quality with which the 
race away back in the ages was 
started. With this protoplasm he 
proposes to explain everything. 
Dear Mr. Huxley, who made the 
protoplasm? 

To show you that evolution is 
infidel, I place the Bible account 
of how the brute creation was 
started opposite to the evolution- 
ist’s account of the way the brute 
creation was started. Bible ac- 
count: You know the Bible tells 
how that the birds were made at 
one time, and the cattle made at 
another time, and the fish made 
at another time, and that each 
brought forth after its kind. Evo- 
Jutionist’s account: From four or 
five primal germs or _ seminal 
spores all the living creatures 
evolved. Hundreds of thousands of 
species of insects, of reptiles, of 
beasts, of fish, from four germs— 
a statement flatly contradicting 
not only the Bible, but the very 
A BC of science. A species never 
develops into anything but its 
own snecies. In all the ages, and in 
all the world there has never been 
an exception to it. The shark 
never comes of a whale, nor the 
pigeon of a vulture, nor the but- 
terfly of a wasp. Species never 
cross over. If there be an attempt 
at it, it is hybrid and hybrid is 
always sterile and has no descend- 
ants. 


Agassiz says that he found in a 
reef of Florida the remains of in- 


sects thirty thousand years old— | 


not three but thirty thousand | 
years old—and that they were just 
like the insects now. There has 
been no change. All the facts of 
ornithology and zoology and ich- 
thyology and conchology, but an 
echo of Genesis first and twenty- 
first: “Every winged fowl after 
its kind.” Every creature after its 
kind. When common observation 
and science corroborate the’ Bible 
I will not stultify myself by sur- 
rendering to the elaborated guess- 
es of evolutionists. 


To show that evolution is in- 
fidel I place also the Bible ac- 
count of how worlds were made 
opposite the evolutionist’s account 
of how worlds: were made. Bible 
account: God made two great 
lights—the one to rule the day, the 
other to rule the night; he made 
the stars also. Evolutionist ac- 
count: Away back in the ages 
there was a fire mist or star dust, 
and this fire mist cooled off into 
granite, and then this granite by 
earthquake and by storm and by 
light was shaped into mountains 
and valleys and seas, and so what 
Was originally fire mist became 
what we call the earth, Who made 
the fire mist? Who set the fire 
mist to world making? Who cooled 
off the fire mist into granite? 
You have pushed God some sixty 
or seventy million miles from the 
earth, but He is too near yet for 
the health of evolution. 


For a great while the evolution- 
ists boasted that they had found 
the very stuff out of which this 
world and all worlds were made. 
They lifted the telescope and they 
saw it, the very material out of 
' Which worlds made _ themselves. 
Nebula of simple gas. They laugh- 
ed in triumph because they had 
found the factory where the 
Worlds were manufactured, and 
there was no God anywhere 
around the factory! But in an un- 
lucky hour for infidel evolutionists 
the spectroscope of Fraunhofer 
and Kirchoff were invented, by 
Which they saw into that nebula 
and found it was not a simple gas, 
but was a compound, and hence 


‘brute creation, 


had to be supplied from some oth- 
er source, and that implied a God, 
and away went their theory shat- 
tered into everlasting demolition. 


So these infidel evolutionists go 
wandering up and down guessing 
through the universe. Anything to 
push back Jehovah from His em- 
pire and make the one book, 
which is His great communication 
to the soul of the human race, ap- 
pear obsolete and a derision. 


Evolution Is Unscientific 


But I am glad to know that 
while some of these scientists have 
gone into evolution, there have 
been more who do not believe it. 
Among them, the man who by 
most is considered the greatest 
scientist we ever had this side the 
water—Agassiz. A man that makes 
every intelligent man the earth 
over uncover. Agassiz says: “The 
manner in which the evolution 
theory in zoology is treated would 
lead those who are not special 
zoologists to suppose that obser- 
vations have been made by which 
it can be inferred that there is 
in nature such a thing as change 
among organized beings actually 
taking place. There is no such 
thing on record. It is shifting the 
ground of observation from one 
field of observation to another to 
make this statement, and when the 
assertions go so far as to exclude 
from the domain of science those 
who will not be dragged into this 
mire of mere assertion, then it is 
time to protest.” With equal ve- 
hemence against this doctrine of 
evolution, Hugh Miller, Faraday, 
Brewster, Dana, Dawson, and hun- 
dreds of scientists in this country 
and other countries have made 
protest. 

I know that the few men who 
have adopted the theory make 
more noise than the thousands 
who have rejected it. A steamer 
of the Cunard Line took five hun- 
dred passengers safely from New 
York to Liverpool, Not one of the 
five hundred made any excitement. 
But after we had been four days 
out one morning we found on deck 
a man’s hat and coat and vest 
and boots implying that some one 
had jumped overboard. Forthwith 
we all began to talk about that 
one man. There was more talk 
about that one man _ overboard 
than all the five hundred passen- 
gers that rode on in safety. “Why 
did he jump overboard?” “I won- 
der when he jumped overboard.” 
“T wonder if when he jumped 
overboard he would like to have 
jumped back again?” “I wonder if 
a fish caught him, or whether he 
went clear down to the bottom of 
the sea?” And for three or four 
days afterward we talked about 
that poor man. 


Here is the glorious and mag- 
nificent theory that God by his 
omnipotent power made man, and 
by his omnipotent power made the 
and by his om- 
nipotent power made all worlds, 
and five thousand scientists have 
taken passage on board that 
theory, but ten or fifteen have 
jumped overboard. They make 


more talk than all the five thou- ' 


sand that did not jump. I am 
politely asked to jump with them. 
Thank you, gentlemen, I am very 
much obliged to you. I think I 
shall stick to the old Cunarder. 
If you want to jump overboard, 
jump, and test for yourselves 
whether your hand was really a 
fish’s fin, and whether you were 
web-footed originally, and whether 
your lungs are a swim bladder. 
And as in every experiment there 
must be a division of labor, some 
who experiment and some who 
observe, you make the experiment 
and I will observe! 


There is one tenet of evolution 
which it is demanded we adopt, 
and that which Darwin calls “na- 
tural selection,” and that which 
Wallace calls the “survival of the 
fittest.” By this they mean that 
the human race and the brute 
creation are all the time improv- 
ing because the weak die and the 
strong live. Those who do not die 
survive because they are the fit- 
test. They say the breed of sheep 
and cattle and dogs and men is 
all the time improving, naturally 
improving. No need of God, or any 
Bible, or any religion, but just 
natural progress. You see the race 
started with “spontaneous genera- 


tion,” and then it goes right on 
until Darwin can take us up with 
his “natural selection,” and Wal- 
lace can take us up with his “sur- 
vival of the fittest,” and we go 
right on up forever. 


Beautiful! But do the fittest 
survive? Garfield dead in Septem- 
ber—Guiteau surviving until the 
following June. “Survival of the 
fittest?”” Ah! no. The martyrs, re- 
ligious and political, dying for 
their principles, their bloody per- 
secutors living on to old age, “Sur- 
vival of the fittest?’”’ Five. hun- 
dred thousand brave Northern 
men marching out to meet five 
hundred thousand brave Southern 
men, and die on the battlefield 
for a principle. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of them went down into the 
grave trenches. We stayed at home 
in comfortable quarters. Did they 
die because they were not as fit 
to live as we who survived? Ah! 
no; not the “survival of the fit- 
test.” Ellsworth and Nathaniel 
Lyon falling on the Northern side. 
Albert Sidney Johnston and Stone- 
wall Jackson falling on the South- 
ern side. Did they fall because they 
were not as fit to live as the sol- 
diers and the generals who came 
back in safety? No. Bitten with 
the frosts of the second death be 
the tongue that dares utter it! 
It is not the “survival of the fit- 
test.” 

How has it been in the families 
of the world? How was it with the 
child physically the strongest, in- 
tellectually the brightest, in -dis- 
position the kindest? Did that 
child die because it was not as 
fit to live as those of your fami- 
ly that survived? Not “the sur- 
vival of the fittest.” In all com- 
munities some of the _ noblest. 
grandest men dying in youth, or 
in mid life, while some of the 
meanest and most contemptible 
live on to old age. Not “the sur- 
vival of the fittest.” 


But to show you that this doc- 
trine is antagonistic to the Bible 
and to commonsense I have only 
to prove to you that there has 
been no natural progress. Vast 
improvement from another source, 


but mind you, no natural progress.

when the morning sun arose the 
Lord Jesus had saved the jailor 
and all his house. 

So it goes the whole way 
through the Bible. You'll find, if 
you take time to note it, that ev- 
ery time a believing prayer went 
up, a faithful answer came down. 
I would like to tell you some of 
the things our Lord taught on the 
subject of prayer: 

1. Our Lord taught that we 
should be honest and never make 
a pretense in prayer. “And when 
thou prayest, thou shalt not be 
as the hypocrites are, for they 
love to pray standing in the syna- 
gogues and in the corners of the 
streets, that they may® be seen of 
men. Verily I say unto you, they 
have their reward” (Matt. 6:5). 


2. Our Lord taught importu- 
nate prayer. In Luke 18:1 He says, 
‘We ought always to pray and 


never faint.’ The word faint means 
we ought never to give up. Then 
we read the parable of the un- 
just judge and the womans’ im- 
portunate calling on him that 
brought the answer to her needs. 
I have heard Dr. John R. Rice 
say that the asking, seeking and 
knocking of Matthew 7:7 means 
that if we keep on asking we shall 
receive, if we keep on seeking and 
keep on knocking God will an- 
swer our prayers. 


3. Our Lord taught that we 
should pray for our enemies and| 
those that despitefully use us 
(Matt. 5:44). His great“ example) 
can never be forgotten as He pray- 
ed, “Father, forgive them” in His 
dying hour (Luke 23:34). 


4. He taught by his very life} 
that we should seek guidance in| 
prayer. Before any great move | 
in His life, He was always in 
prayer. Who will ever forget how 
He prayed the night before His 
death and said, “Not my will, but 
thine be done” (Luke 22:42). 

5. He taught that we should 
pray for the Holy Spirit’s power in 
our lives and said if we ask 
for bread God will not give us a 
stone. He definitely spoke of the 
Spirit that day for He said, “If 
ye then, being evil, know how 
to give good gifts unto your chil- 


dren, how much more shall your 


Heavenly Father give the’ Holy 
Spirit to them that ask him?” 
(Luke 11:13). 


many things in what He said, and 
many things in what He did: 


a. Our Lord prayed the day 
He was transfigured. We are told 
in Luke 9 that the Lord took 
Peter, James and John and went 
up into a mountain and in verse 
29 are these words: “And as he 
prayed, the fashion of his counten- 
ance was altered and his raiment 
was white and glistering.” 

b. In the eleventh chapter of 
John our Lord came to the grave 
of Lazarus. After the stone was 
taken from the grave, Jesus lifted 
up His eyes and said, “I thank 
thee that thou hast heard me” 
(vs. 41). Jesus prayed here with 
His eyes open, apparently looking 
up to Heaven, and He thanked God 
that His prayer had already been 
heard. The next verse explains 
that He had prayed about this be- 
fore and was now repeating the 
prayer for the benefit of the peo- 
ple who stood nearby. Did you 
ever wonder why He said, “I know 


that thou hearest me always’? 
Dr. Rice says in his book on 
Prayer, “He said, ‘Always’ be- 


cause He prayed always and the 
Father continually heard Him.” 
Here a dead man walked out of the 
grave alive when Jesus prayed. 
c. Finally, the Lord Jesus in 
Luke 6:12 went out in the moun- 
tain to pray and_ continued all 
night in prayer to God. Then when 
it was day He called His disciples 
and chose twelve whom He called 
apostles. Men were called into the 
ministry and became great soul 
winners when Jesus prayed. 

If you are a Christian, do you 
want to be transfigured, changed, 
have more of God’s power? Then 
begin to really pray, confess your 
sin and open your life to Him in 
prayer. Would you like to see the 
dead come to life? I speak of 
thousands buried in the grave of 
iniquity, dead in trespasses and 
sins. If you would see them live, 
then pray. 

Can you for a moment visualize 
the great need there is for God- 
called soul winners, preachers and 
evangelists? The harvest truly is 
great and our Lord asked that 
we pray for laborers to go into the 
field. You can pray men right out 
of the pew, out of their jobs into 
full-time soul winning if you will. 

Dr. R. A. Torrey said in his book 


Our Lord taught|on The Power of Prayer; “The 


greatest need of our day is pray- 
er, more prayer, bigger and bet- 
ter prayer.” Dr. Robert G. Lee 
says, ‘““Long ago the disciples faced 
a world in arms against them. 
They were poorest of the poor. 
They had no building, equipment, 
money, property or political stand- 
ing. They went to God in prayer 
and He answered by fire as He al- 
ways has.” 

Sometime ago I went to a near- 
by town to buy my little girl a 
pair of shoes. As I entered the 
store the clerk had shown sev- 
eral pairs of shoes to a lady; none 
of them pleased her. He continued 
to empty boxes and climb ladders 
until he had a large pile of his 
wares on the floor. Then she Said, 
“IT guess I’m not in the mood 
to buy shoes. today.” 

I’ve often wondered how any- 
one gets in that mood. I walk a- 
round in the shoes I have until 
they wear out, then I buy another 
pair if I’m in the mood or not. 
That’s the idea we have about 
prayer. We are not in the mood 
to pray in America. This is a great 
age and there is a lot to be done. 
We are not interested in revival 
or soul winning; we're just not in 
the mood.

3. Then You Ought to Have 
Prayer in the Home 


Herbert Lockyer says, “A home 
without prayer is like a house 
without a roof.” I believe that. 
Anything can blow in a home 
that is not protected with prayer. 
You can shield your house against 
the attacks of the Devil if you 
will pray. My mother had little 
of what this world calls education, 
but she could pray. I remember 
when she pressed the button of 
prayer I heard the bells ring in 
Heaven. She went to be with the 
Lord many years ago. In some of 
my. meetings I pass the cemetery 
where her body lies. I never go 
by that place but that I lift my 
voice in prayer and say, “Dear 
Lord Jesus, she’s up there with 
You now. You tell her I’m still 


totally impossible. They knew, 
as the late Dr. Machen asserted 
so effectively, that the new birth 
is a result, not a cause. There- 
fore, if the editors of Christian 
Life should prove to be correct in 
their estimate of present trends 
away from objective matters of 
Christian faith toward matters of 
subjective experience, the day may 
come when there will be no more 
new births.

4, Then Sometimes You Ought 
to Pray All Alone 


Jesus said in Matthew 6:6, “But 
thou, when thou prayest, enter into 
thy closet, and when thou hast 
shut thy door, pray to thy Father 
which is in secret; and thy father 
which seeth in secret shall reward 
thee openly.” 

In one of my meetings a lady 
read this verse, went home and 
cleaned everything out of the 
clothes closet. Then she proceeded 
to push herself down in a corner 
so that she could follow the Bi- 
ble to the last detail. That, 
obviously, isn’t the primary mean- 
ing of the verse. You can be well 
aware of the world, the flesh and 
the Devil in a closet like that. 
I believe the Lord wants His 
children to put everything else 
aside and draw close to Him. I 
believe He would have us search 
our souls in His presence, then 
confess our backsliding and ask for 
God’s grace to be a good Chris- 
tian. God’s great saints have al- 
ways been known as men of the 
closet rather than men of the 
cloth. 


When they found David Living- 
stone he had been alone on his 
knees in prayer and he died there. 
I've read how Jonathan Edwards 
would pray until his knees wore 
grooves in the boards on his study 
floor. 


Charles G. Finney had a man 
who traveled with him continu- 
ally. He wasn’t a song leader. He 
was a pray-er. As Finney preach- 
ed he would go alone in a near- 
by woods and there he would pray. 
The power of God fell in those 
days. Mighty revivals came in an- 
swer to those prayers. The Lord 
says if we pray in secret, He re- 
wards in the open. It’s wonderful 
to go all alone and pray, nobody 
knows it but you and the Lord, 
then see the answer take place 
right out in the open. In many 
meetings I found out after back- 
sliders came back and sinners were 
saved that somebody had been all 
alone, all night with God in pray- 
er and they had been rewarded 
in the open. Remember—mighty 
things can be done when Chris- 
tians pray. But we must pray. 

several years ago I read of a 
minister who went to bed one 
night but could not sleep.. He felt 
an impulse, he thought from the 
Lord, that he should go out in the 


country to a certain home and 
pray. He tried to put it off. He 
tried to tell himself it was all 
just a dream. But again and a- 
gain it came until finally the 
preacher dressed, harnessed his 
horse and started for the country 
home. He arrived there, the moon 
was shining down. He opened the 
gate and walked up the board 
walk in the front yard. He looke.l 
all around—there wasn’t a sound, 
Everything was quiet. He wonder- 
ed why God would want him there. 
Then he opened the door, went to 
the side of a table in the kitchen, 
got down on his knees and began 
to pray. After this he went back 
to his horse and then home to 
bed. 

As years came and went the 
preacher often wondered about 
that night until one day he was 
visiting the inmates of a peniten- 
tiary. When he came to one cell, 
the man waiting there asked, 
“Preacher, were you ever out in 
the country really late at night? 
Did you go in a home all alone 
and pray?” 

The pastor answered, “Why, yes, 
but how did you know?” 

Then the criminal replied, “I 
went to that home that night to 
rob that man and kill him.
